This scents to prove 
that the dog-fish is a fnst grower, 
because all caught on the trot linos 
in April are always full size: if 
there wore any small ones around 
lliey would certainly be caught, 
for they take td*thoir bosom any 
thing that is set before them in 
way of,Unit.- Dog-fish are a great 
trial to the setter of trot lines, 
eating tho bait and filling up all 
the hooks so that the wily cat-fish 
could not get caught if ho wanted
